This moſque was very capacious within, and 
adorn'd with various decorations, In the midſt 
ſtood an idol, reſembling him which the in- 
fidels call Mercury, having wings at his head

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and feet. The marriage ceremony conſiſted of 
the afſembly's bowing and proftrating them- 


- ſelves before this idol, and the prieſt's pray ing 
to it, for the increaſe of the young couple's 


family ; after which they gave three- hideous 
ſhouts, and clapp'd their wings, in token of 


The ceremony being over, they return'd to 
the houſe of the parents of the eſpouſed 
gawry, where an elegant entertainment was 
provided, conſiſting of fiſh and fowl, both 
which they catch here in great plenty. 
Aſter the rejoicings on this occaſion were 
ended, I took ſome obſervations of this ſtrange 
country, and its inhabitants. The king, whoſe 
curioſity excited him to ſee this wonder of a 
man, was about ten feet high, and look'd very 
majeſtick. The height of the common peo- 
ple was about ſix feet, but the women were 
rather leſs. The men ſeem'd hardy, ſtrong, 
active, well-made, and valiant : the women 
well-featur'd, lively, affable, and lovely. Both 
men and women could live in the water as 
well as on the land, being of an amphibious 
nature; and would fly in the air, ſwifter than 
an eagle. "SM EE 
The country was very fruitful, the air 
healthful, and the sky bright and ſerene. The
